the result that the gear teeth are bad 
ly 
burred and 
worn.

than old gears nuder load.

that you do not notice this noise so 
much in high is an indication th a t it is 
gear trouble, as you art* not driving 
through the gears then.

put in the front 
bearing and had the crank shaft put 
in a lathe and smoothed up the front 
end and had a bushing made to bt it 
also all m ain bearings ad Meted tightly.

It may be th a t you adjusted 
tile main bearings too tightly when 
you bad tho bushings renewed, and 
this lins unduly worn them out, eau.* 
lug a return of tho conditions that ox 
isted before you p u t in now bushings 
They m ust In* fitted snugly, but not sc 
tightly as to hind or cause undue frio 
tionnl wear. 
It might he th at you have n loose 
connecting rod lionrlng or even a worn 
wrist pin bearing. E ith er of these might 
cause tho kind of knock you mention 
Tho fact th a t It ceased a fte r tho I car 
lugs Were taken up and rebushed he 
fore loads to the diagnosis that it was 
bearing trouble. 
It is not likely th a t the pum p would 
cause pny sue!) knock, especially as the 
noise Is Intensified under load. 
F ur­ 
ther, the knock might not come from 
the front of the engine at all. 
Possibly 
the flywheel is loose on the shaft, but 
this is more remote than the bearing- 
as a cause.
